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PROCEEDINGS. 


In accordance with a resolution of last year, the Evangelical. 
Lutheran Synod of Maryland assembled in St, Paul’s church, in 
the city of Washington, on the evening of the 17th of October, 
1850. At 7} o’clock, the annual Synodical sermon was preached 
by the President, the Rev. S. Sentman, of Taneytown, Md. = 

On Friday morning, at 9 o’clock, after singing, and prayer by

Revs. C. Witmer and D. Smith, from the Synod of West Penn- 
sylvania, presented certificates of honorable dismission froma. that 
body and were received as members of this Synod. | 

The Rev. Charles A. Smith, of the Synod of New York, was 
received as an advisory member. 

The President, brother Sentman, now read his report, which 
was accepted and referred as usual to a committee, with instruc- 


tions to report upon it. The committee consists of Dr. Baugher 
and J. McCoskry. 


The President's Report as read before the Synod. 


Be.roveo Breruren in tre Lorp,— Another year, with all its vicissitudes, 
has fled, and in the good providence of God we are again permitted to assemble in 
Synod. A retrospect of the past year furnishes abundant cause for gratitude to 
God in view of his manifold mercies, as also ample material for humiliation before 
him on account of our unprofitableness and numerous shortcomings and imperfec- 
tions. We are also called to mourn: we are not all here. One who for many 
years met and mingled with us in our Synodical deliberations we shall see no more 
in the flesh. His manly form lies low beneath the clods of the valley—his voice is 
hushed in death—the influence of his humble and holy life alone still lives in the 
memory of those who knew him. On the 19th January, 1850, Bro. Michael Wach- 
ter, Pastor of the Woodsboro’ charge, after a short illness, fell asleep in Jesus, and 
exchanged the scenes of his labor and sufferings for his eternal rest and reward. It 
will become this Synod to express, in a suitable manner, its sense of this dispensation. 


Ministerial Changes. 


Shortly after the last ineeting of Synod, Rev. John Winter took charge of the 
Westminster pastoral district. 
December |, 1849, Bro. H. Bishop forwarded to me an honorable dismission from 
the Alleghany Synod, informing me that he had received and accepted a call from 
the Williamsport charge, and asking to be received into connection with this Synod, 
and. installed in said charge. His requests were, of course, granted. , 
December 15, 1849, received a letter from brother David Smith of the West 
Pennsylvania Synod, informing me that he had taken charge of St. John’s Church, 
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(formerly a part of Middletown charge,) and requesting the appointment of a com- — 
mittee to install him. This was also granted. 

February 20, 1850, I attended (by request) a general meeting of the Charch 

Councils of the Woodsboro’ charge, left vacant by the death of brother Wachter, to 
consult as to the expediency of dividing the charge, so as to form two pastoral 
districts. After a full and candid discussion of the whole subject, it was resolved, in 
the fear of God, amicably to make the division. Apple’s Church, Creagerstown, 
Utica and Bethel to form the Creagerstown charge, and Haugh’s Church, Rocky- 
hill and Woodsboro’ to form the Woodsboro’ charge. Both these charges are now 
supplied with pastors; Creagerstown by brother John Richards of the Virginia Synod, 
and Woodsboro’ by brother William Hunt of this Synod, late pastor of the sc: a 
burg charge. 
_ Though no official information of the facts has been communicated to me, it is 
nevertheless well known in the church that since the last meeting of Synod, brother 
Conrad has resigned the Hagerstown charge, and brother F. R. Anspach of the East 
Pennsylvania Synod, has received and accepted a call to the same. 

Brother S. W. Harkey has also resigned his charge in Frederick city. 

A new charge has been formed in connection with the Murly’s Branch congrega- 
tion which was vacant at the last ore of Synod, and Rev. C. Witmer has taken 
of it. 

Vacancies. 


Sharpsburg charge has become vacant by the removal of brother Hunt to Woods- 
boro’, and the Frederick city congregation by the resignation of brother Harkey. 
 §$t. Paul’s congregation in Loudoun County, Va., is, if I am correctly informed, 
also vacant at present, or at least not under any regula: pastoral supervision. 

In accordance with instructions of last Synod, a meeting was called in June last, 
and measures adopted and efforts put forth to form a missionary station, including 
some vacant congregations and waste places in Carroll and Baltimore counties ; but 
I recently received a letter from them informing me that all they could raise was 
$175, and they thought it useless, with present prospects, to attempt any thing. I 
wrote to them advising to send a commissioner to lay their case before Synod. 


Installations. 


In accordance with the action of last Synod, a committee was appointed to install 
brother Brockman, at Catonsville; but, for reasons which they will give to the Synod, 
that duty was not performed. 

November 25, 1849, brother Butler was installed pastor of St. Paul’s Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in Washington City, D. C. 

January 1, 1850, brother H. Bishop was installed pastor of the Williamsport 
charge. 

March 29, 1850, brother D. Smith was installed Pastor of St. John’s church, 
Frederick County. 

September 1, 1850, Rev. John Richards, of the Virginia Synod, was installed pas- 
tor of the Creagerstown charge. 


Dismissions. 
March 12, 1850, gave an honorable dismission to Rey. P. Williard, to enable him 


to connect himself with the Synod of West Pennsylvania, within the bounds of 
vs he has taken charge. 
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April 1, 1850, Rev. R. A. Fink, a licentiate of this Synod, having received and 
accepted a call from a charge in Virginia, asked an honorable dismission to the 
Synod of Virginia, which was granted. 

September 20, 1850, Rev. John E. Graeff asked and obtained an honorable dis- 
mission to the Synod of East Pennsylvania, where he now resides. 


Miscellaneous Matters, &c. 


November 10, 1849, the church in Weverton was dedicated to the service of God. 
On the 13th of April, the corner stone of a Lutheran Church was laid in Bolivar, 
near Harper’s Ferry, Va., both in the charge of Rev. J. P. Smeltzer. 

By the action of Synod at Cumberland two years ago, (see Minutes, p. 15,) the 
officers of Synod were constituted an Executive Committee to superintend the Bene- 
ficiary Education, Home and Foreign Missionary Departments of Christian Benevo- 
lence, &c., and “the Prosident of Synod, as chairman of that committee, is 
required to present a full and accurate account of the proceedings of said committee, 
and of the doings of this Synod” in these works of benevolence. I would suggest 
the necessity and importance of Synod’s defining the precise nature of the duties 
intended to be performed by said committee, and the data from which the President 
is to make out his report. ‘This Executive Committee, as such, has had no meeting 
during the interim of Synod; has not been called on to transact any business, and 
has, therefore, no proceedings to report. It is true, our venerable President did 
introduce these subjects into his annual report at our last meeting, but it was cer- 
tainly not the “ proceedings of this Executive Committee ” nor “ the doings of this 
Synod ” upon which he reported, but ofthe Parent Education Society, the Home 
Missionary Society of the General Synod, &c. It is hoped that some of the breth- 
ren may be able to inform the Synod on these subjects. The President is in posses- 
sion of no information in reference to these matters, beyond his own operations in 
his own charge, and this will be reported in its proper place. 

I would respectfully suggest the importance of attention to the constitutional 
requirements and recommendations of Synod in regard to ministerial changes, resig- 
nations, installations, &c. ‘I'he President of the Synod is expected to report on all 
these matters, and he ought to have early and accurate official information of them. 

I have not received a single copy of the minutes of any sister Synod during the 
whole Synodical year. 

I have not learned what progress has been made towards the establishment of our 
Female Seminary, but hope the committee will be able to give a good report of this 
important enterprise. 

I would call the attention of Synod to the Resolution of Prof. Stoever, on page 31 
of our last minutes, relative to. the appointment of Standing Committees. 


And now, the constitutional period for which I have been honored with the Presi- 
dency of this Synod, having expired, I give back the trust into the hands from which 
I received it, thankful for the honor thus conferred upon me, and sensible of the 
imperfection with which the duties of the office have been performed. May the 
Great Head of the Church preside uver all our deliberations, and guide us by his | 
Holy Spirit to such results as may glorify his great name and promote the best 
interests of our beloved Zion. ; S. SENTMAN.

Rev. Mr. Shiedt, an ordained minister from Germany, made ap- 
plication for admission into Synod and was referred to the same 
Committee.

Rev. Anspach, from the Synod of East Pennsylvania, was re- 
ceived as an advisory member.

Dr. Baugher, from the committee appointed to hold a colloquium 
with brother Shiedt reported favorably, and moved that he be 


received as a member of this Synod. 


The report was adopted. 


Brother Sentman, from the committee on papers No. 1, reported 
as follows : 


The first paper in the hande of your committee, is a letter from brother Smeltzer, 
asking to be excused for not attending at this Synod, and stating his reasons. Your 
committee recommend that his letter be read before Synod and his request be granted. 
His parochial report and contributions will be disposed of at the proper time and way. 

The second paper in our hands is a letter from brother Conrad, asking to be ex- 


cused for non-attendance at this Synod. Your committee recommend that his letter 
be read before Synod and his request be granted.

An election for Directors in the Theological Seminary at Gettys- 
burg was held, and Revs. J. Winter and S. Sentman were elected. 

The Treasurer of Synod, Rev. D. F. Bittle, presented his re- 
port, which was accepted and referred to Messrs. Sprecher and 
Kinchie, for examination. These gentlemen subsequently reported 
that they had attended to their duty and found the Treasurer’s re- 
port correct. 


Brother Hunt, from the committee on papers No.: 2, reported as 
follows | 


Your committee would report that the papers committed to them are first, a letter 
from brother P. Rizer to the President of our Synod, requesting some explanation or 
reason why he did not receive a dismissal from this Synod and the President’s reply. 


Your committee would refer the above paper to the Synod, recommending that it 


take some action upon it. 

Paper No. 2 is a letter from the members of the Evangelical Lutheran congrega- 
tion at Liberty read, Baltimore county, Md., requesting to be received into connec- 
tion with this Synod, and also to be supplied with a regular minister. They also 
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state that they have recently finished ’a house of worship and desire it to be dedicated 
to Almighty God. 


Paper No. $ is a letter from brother Culler, stating that family matters have called 
him to Ohio at this time, and desires the Synod to excuse his absence from Synod. 
Your committee would recommend that he be excused. His report and money for 
the Synod are in possession of his delegate and will be handed in at the proper time.

Dr. Baugher made some statements relative to Pennsylvania Col- 
lege, and expressed an earnest desire that measures be taken to in- 
crease its funds and place it upon a firm and permanent basis. 

A paper marked No. 5, was referred to Rev. Seiss and Mr. Bush. 

Rev. Mr. Edwards, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, was 
received as an advisory member. 

(Recess of twenty minutes.) 

Rev. Mr. Kaempher, from the committee on papers No. 4, re- 
ported as follows: 


The letter handed to me is from brother S. W. Harkey, in which he asks Synod 
to excuse him for not attending this meeting. Your committee would respectfully 
woummend that this letter be read and brother Harkey’s request granted.

The letter was read and brother Harkey was excused. 

Dr. Kurtz read a paper of considerable length, in which he ex- 
hibited the necessity and importance of establishing a Female 
Seminary. Rev. D. F. Bittle read the report of a committee on 
the same subject. Both these papers were entrusted to a committee 
consisting of the following gentlemen: Drs. Kurtz, and Morris, Rey. 
D. F. Bittle, Messrs. Wysong, Beard and Hoppe. 

Rey. Mr. Hill, of the Baptist Church in this city, was received 
as an advisory member. + 

A letter from Rev. Mr. Reichert, delegate to this body from the 
Synod of Pennsylvania, containing the reasons of his non-attend- 
ance and a request to be excused, was read. 
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Resolved, That we regret the absence of brother Reichert and 
that he be excused. 


The Synod now adjourned to meet again to-morrow morning at 
9 o’clock, A. M. 
Prayer by brother Hauer. 


SATURDAY Mornina, 9 o'clock. 


The Synod was opened with prayer by brother Startzman. 
The Minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 
The committee on papers No. 6, reported as follows : 


A letter from brother Lepley, asking to be excused for non-attendance at this Sy- 
nod and stating his reasons, and also enclosing his parochial report and contiibutions, 
has been put into my hands.

Resolved, That we regard it both a want of courtesy and a negleet of duty for 
brethren, in changing their pastoral relations, to omit to furnish the presiding officer 
of the Synod with the required information. 
_. Asit has pleased Almighty God to remove our brother, Michael Wachter, from 
this world of labor to his everlasting reward, and thus to deprive us of his co-opera- 
tion in the work of the ministry, your committee recommend the astt. resolu- 
‘tions ; 

Resolved, That we recognize in this dispensation of God’s providence the solemn 


exhortation to us as ministers of the gospel, to greater earnestness in the cultivation 
of personal holiness and zeal in the Master’s service. 


Resolved, That in the death of brother Wachter the church has lost an active, 
efficient laborer in the ministry, society a useful man, his brethren a kind friend and 
counselor, and his bereaved wife and children an affectionate husband and father. 

Resolved, That the President of Synod write a letter of sympathy and condolence 
to his surviving partner, expressive of the feelings of the Synod in view of this afflic- 
tive dispensation, H. L. BAUGHER,

Rev. Mr. Eva, of the Methodist Protestant Church, was received 
as an advisory member. 


Application was made by Rev. J. Richards, of the Evangelical © 
Lutheran Synod of Virginia, for admission into this Synod, accom- 
panied by a certificate of honorable dismission from said Synod. 
He was accordingly admitted as a member of this body. 

Dr. Baugher from the Committee on Beneficiary Education pre- 


sented a report, which after some slight amendment was a ecopwen, 
as follows: 


The Committee on Beneficiary Education beg leave to report: The subject of minis- 
terial education, and, asa part of it, the education of pious and indigent young men 
for the ministry, is the most important subject which now claims the attention of 
the Church. On this subject we cannot do too much. Such is the ministerial des- 
titution of congregations already organized, and of our brethren, who are going 
astray as sheep without a shepherd, that our efforts thus far have not sensibly dimin- 
ished the wants of the church. The increase of ministers thus far, cannot be said 
to be equal to the natural increase of population, much less to supply the destitution 
of our immigrant brethren. These facts give great force and solemnity to the 
Saviour’s command: “ Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” The Parent Education society, which has been prominent in this work, 
has experienced no difficulty in procuring men. It has been compelled to reject 
many. The great difficulty has been the want of means. To secure these has 
always been felt a perplexing work. The work cannot be carried on, up to the 
limit of the necessities of the church, without one or more good agents, and these 
it has been impossible to procure for any length of time. The whole work, there- 
fore, is thrown back into the hands of the pastors and the churches, and these are 
the proper agents of the work. All the responsibility, therefore, rests with them; 
for the Saviour’s command on this subject is directed tothem. We feel assured that 
it cannot be placed in better hands. Your committee would recommend that in ad- 
dition to the ordinary collections, each congregation or pastoral district establish one 
or more permanent scholarships in Pennsylvania College, for the purpose of secur- 
ing a tuition fund for beneficiaries. The following resolution is therefore proposed : 
Resolved, that we recommend to our ministers and congregations to establish one 
or more permanent scholarships in Pennsylvania College, and to create a fund for 
the beneficiaries of the church. 

The number of beneficiaries now on the funds is about twenty-three ; of thede nine 
are in the Theological Seminary ; none in the Senior Class; one in the Junior; five © 
in the Sophomore ; three in the Freshman, and the remainder in the Preparatory De- 
partment. The debt is probably from twelve to fifteen hundred dollars, and will be 
much increased this winter. All our efforts are necessary therefore to give this 
enterprise its proper position among the benevolent efforts of the Church.

J. A. Seiss, delegate to the Alleghany Synod, stated that 
he did not attend the meeting of that body, but communicated to 
it in a letter the reasons why he did not attend. 


Rey. Dr. B. Kurtz, delegate to the Synod of West Pennsylvania, 


stated that he could not attend its meeting. 


Rev. Mr. Proctor, of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Vir- 


ginia, was received as an advisory member. 
Rev. Mr. Weyl, chairman of the committee to whom various 
papers were referred, presented the following report: 


Your committee, to whom were referred sundry papers, report as follows: 
No. | isa letter from the Rev. C. P. Krauth of Winchester, Va., in which he 


states that Rev. John B. Davis of the same Synod, was appointed delegate, and he, 
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Mr. Krauth, his alternate to the Synod of Maryland, but that citeumstances inter- 
vened that neither of them could attend at this time. He assures us of the best 
wishes of the Synod of Virginia, and of his own, hoping that the present fraternal 
intercourse may never be interrupted, concluding with wishing the blessing of God 
upon all our deliberations. 

No 2 isa letter from the Rev. C. H. Ewing of the 2d English Lutheran Chureh 
of Baltimore, to the President of this Synod, in which he desires to be excused for 
not being present at this meeting. He says: ‘* My circumstances at the present 
stem to be peculiar, and what is conceived by me to be duty, calls me to Philadel- 
phia just at this time. I decided, therefore, to obey this latter call and respectfully 
ask the Synod to give me their leniency in the way proposed.”” Although brother 
Ewing does not state the reasons why he prefers his conceived duty of going to Phil- 
adelphia to his constitutional duty uf going to Synod, your committee would for this 
time recommend that he be excused. 

No. $3 isa long communication from the President and Secretary of St. Paul’s 
Lutheran Church of Washington, in which we are convened, in which they present 
both the temporal and spiritual condition of their congregations. As to its spiritual 
condition, your committee rejoices to hear that unity and peace prevail among 
them, and that they are a band of brethren who are determined to stand by the 
testimony of Jesus Christ, the Son of God, and to work out their souls’ salvation in 
unity of heart. May the grace of God sustain one and all of them unto eternal 
glory! In regard to their temporal condition as a congregation, their state is not 
quite so encouraging, and yet by no means hopeless. They number about seventy 
communicant members, thirty of whom were added during the past year, and all of 
whom, it is said, show a disposition to contribute of their moderate means to the 
support of the gospel, the diminution of their church debt, which amounts at present 
to about five thousand dollars. During the past year they have, by great exertion, 
paid about five hundred dollars, independent of their contingent expenses which 
amount to about six hundred dollars. It is conceived by them that their embarrassed 
condition retards the numerical growth of their congregation, and hence they ask 
the aid and advice of your reverend body. 

Your committee conceive plainly both the propriety and necessity of having an 
English Lutheran Church in the metropolis of our Union; the duty, not only of this 
Synod, but of,the whole Lutheran Church to come to the help and rescue of these 
brethren who have thus laudably provided a house of worship, becoming in every 
respect the city and the denomination to which they belong, where they and their 
children, together with those members of our Lutheran Zion who may from time to 
time be sent to Congress, or who may visit the seat of our national government, may 
worship the God of our fathers and the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, in the way 
and manner in which they have been reared. The position and importance of this 
congregation appear therefore peculiar and conspicuous of all others in our Lutheran 
domain, and deserving the attention and support of the whole church. Your com- 
mittee would therefore recommend that the peculiar condition and wants of St. 
Paul’s Lutheran Church, of Washington city, be heartily recommended and pressed 
upon the church at large, and that every pulpit in our Synodical connection be 
thrown open to the pastor, the Rev. Mr. Butler, to the furtherance of this cause, 
and that every brother assist him to the best uf his ability for the accomplishment of 
the same ; all of which is respectfully submitted. C. G. WEYL.

Monday Evening, 74 o’clock.—The members of the Synod and 
Ministerium, together with a large congregation, were again assem- 
bled in the house of God.
